Debt to New York. 


Albany, N. Y., January 27.—State 
supervision and regulation of the New 
York Stock exchange and other stock 
exchanges are advocated by Governor 
Sulzer in a message sent by him to the 
legislature tonight. 

The time is ripe, in the governor's 
opinion, for the state to step in and end 
“flagrant abuses, shifty schemes anda 
clever combinations to. catch the un- 
wary and to mislead the public.” 

To effect this he recommends the 
enactment of a group of laws, at least 
of which one will provide imprisonment 
as a penalty for its violation. These 
laws, the governor says, snould apply 
to certain practices which have been 
shown to exist by the Pujo committee 
of the house of representatives and 
other’ investigators. 

“The testimony of some of the gov- 
ernors of the exchanges,” Governor 
Sulzer says, “leaves, no doubt in the 
minds of men of judgment that the 
exchanges have been either incapable 
or unwilling to devise those measures 
that will effectually eradicate the evils. 
It is now the obvious duty of the state, 
it seems to me, to. devise the remedies. 
If the state neglects to do its plain 
duty, the state should find no faut! if 
the federal government: acts in the 
premises.”

“It is demonstrated that the members

smirched by these vicious operations. 

“It is now conceded by some of the 
Officials that a gambling taint is 
Present in some of the transactions— 
@ concession that confirms the gen- 
era) opinion. It has been established 
that transactions in tiaseir nature fic- 
titious, which make manipulation 
possible, are carried on without seri- 
OUg attempts at restraint. 

“Abuses of the mechanisms and vio- 
lations of just and equitable princi- 
ples of trading are treated leniently, 
instead of being vigorously con- 
demned. 

“The test mony before a committee 
of the house of representatives show 
that in cases where members have 
been punished, for extreme violations 
of the rules, it also indicates quite 
clearly that there are habitual 
€Vasicns, undisclosed because not in- 
vestigated. The men who have been 
intrusted with the power to regulate 
the operations of these exchanges 
have sometimes displayed inexcusable 
laxity in their duties to the public. 
Since they have failed to exercise the 
power to prevent guch clearly vicious 
abuses, the authority of the state must 
be invoked. 

“It seems to me the necessary ma- 
chinery of these exchanges is often 
employed with tmpunity by or through 
members to commit depredations upon 
the public. 

Powerful Mulcting Instrument. 

“These things must be stopped. An 
enlightened public opinion demands it. 
An exchange in which they occur 
ceases to be a legitimate market, and 
becomes a powerful mulcting instru- 
ment. , 

“So long as transactions are not in- 
tended to mislead and don’t infringe 
upon the rights of others, they should 
not be interfered with; but transac- 
tions that are fraudulent in their na- 
ture should be rigorously prohibited. 

“I urge upon you the-prompt enact- 
ment of laws to end those shifty 
schemes and to forbid these clever 
combinations to catch the unwary and 
to mislead the public. 

“The subject of so-called short sales 
is one requiring your serious consider- 
ation. A contract to sell property 
which a man does not own at the time, 
but with which he can provide, him- 
self in time for the performance of his 
contract, is a general transaction in 
various branches of business. The best 
views seem to be that short selling in 
and of itself is not wrongful, but the 
abuse of this practice works injury 

> public. 

“Your efforts should, therefore, be 
to draw a distinction so that what will 
be condemned is the perversion of a 
legitimate form of business to im- 
proper ends, 

“The entire subject should receive 
immediate consideration and all nec- 
essary modification of existing law for 
the protection of the investing public 
should be promptly made, and all acts 
productive of such losses which are 
now merely a matter of civil liability, 
should be brought under the condem- 
nation of the penal law.” 

Governor Sulzer tonight said that 
bills embodying his specific recommen- 
dations are being drafted for intro- 
duction in the legislature. 

The governor’s message was referred 
without comment in both house to com- 
mittees. 

Senator Wagner, the majoritv lead- 
er, announced that he would confer at 
once with legislators and others in- 
terested in the question but that no 
action would be taken “until all sides 
have had a fair hearing.’’

Despite Rear of Protests From 


the Wool People 


One Wool Manufacturer Threatens 
Cut in Wages if the Democrats 
Cut the Tariff. 


Washington, January 27.—Protec- 


tionists and tariff revisionists had a 
running fire in the house ways and 
means committee today, which was 
continued tonight. The wool tariff was 
the issue, and the manufacturers pre- 
sented an almost unbroken alignment 
against reduction of duty on woolen 
cloth and ready-made clothing, though 
favoring reduction of the duty on raw 
wool, 

It was the most strenuoug, fight 
made at this session of congress 
am@ainst the democratic plan for re- 
vision of the duties in the coming ex- 
tra session. 

“Your schedule hag never been cut 
in the memory of living men,” sug- 
gested Representative Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania, to O. M. Stafford, presi- 
dent of a Cleveland enterprise, 

Mr. Stafford contended that the tariff 
could be ‘reduced in the event the dem- 
ocratic party chose to take the respon- 
sibility for a possible reduction of 
wages of the woolen mill employees. 

The witness testified to 8 per cent 
dividends from his mill last year, and 
Representative Harrison, of New York, 
suggested that it was rather unbecom- 
ing for him, in view of the big profits 
of the industry, to hold out a threat 
of wage reduction. 

Objects to Free Wool, 

Through William Goldman, of New 
York, its president, the Association of 
Clothiers, declared that while free wool 
was desirable it was too revolutionary, 
and it indorsed the proposed democratic 
rate of 20 per cent ad valorem on raw 
wool, 

The National Association 
facturers, comprising 100 of the 
woolen mills of the country, through 
its president, John P. Wood, of Phila 
delphia, presented a schedule of rates 
as a suggestive proposition, but Mr. 
Wood admitted that the schedule was 
approximately the same as the present 
tariff law. 

The committee showed no signs in 
the examination of changing its ten- 
tative plan for a revised woolen sched- 
ule along the lines of the democratic 
bills of the two previous sessions of 
this congress, which provide for 20 
per cent ad valorem on raw wool and 
from 35 to 50 per cent on ready-made 
clothing and other articles. 

Favors Wilson Law of 1894. 

Frank P. Bennett, of Boston, editor 
cof The American Wool and Cotton Re- 
purter, argued for the re-enactment of 
the Wilson law of 1894 at the outset 
of today’s hearings. This was a plea 
fer entire removal of duties upon wool 
andi a recuction of the tariff upon 
weclen «oods to 50 per cent. He said 
that would be in the interest of both 
the manufacturers and of the sheep 
husbandry in the United States, and de- 
clared that the wool tariff induced 
growers to keep unprofitable animals. 


The duty of 33 cents a pound now as- 
sessed upon scoured wool had imposed 


a tax of nearly $100,000,000 upon the 
American people’ besides hampering 
manufacturers, the witness said. 
Jeseph D. Holmes, of New York, a 
woolen expert, recommending ad va- 
lorem and epecific duties on clothing, 
an ad valorem duty on wool, with an 
additiciial Guty on clothing to com- 
pensate for labor and mill cost and con- 
tended that clothing would be no 
cheaper if the duty on cloth were re-

Eben S. Stephens, of Worcester, 
Mass, a wceol manufacturer, advocated 
placing wool wastes on the free list. 

Wood Speaks for Manufacturers. 

John P. Wood, of Philadelphia, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Wool Manufacturers, told the commit- 
tee he had accepted in good faith the 
assurance that the contemplated tariff 
revision would injure no _ legitimate 
business. He said that while rates on 
some articles exceed protection re- 
quirements, the tariff board had show- 
ed the manufacturers realized no ad- 
vantage from it, as domestic competl- 
tion Tregulated prices within narrow 
limits of profit. The association stood 
generally for the present tariff. 

Mr. \WV.od criticised the democratic 

and ccmpremise bills of the previous 
sessions of this congress as destruct- 
ive. 
_ Mr. Weod refused to make any spe- 
cifig recommendation as to raw wool, 
though p,rcposing the maintenance of 
the present tar:ff protection on woolen 
goods. He pictured “big probléms”’ 
cenfronting the democrats in attempt- 
ing to carry out a tariff reduction plan 
and questioned the ability of the com- 
mittee to classify the different com- 
modities so as to apply a rate that 
would exactly fit each kind of wool. 

“Then,” observed Chairman Under- 
wood, “we have got to sail out in the 
cark and try to save the patient if we 
can.”

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For the purpose of getting President 
Taft to pardon William Hendrix, who 
is serving a life sentence in the fed- 
eral prison for killing his father-in- 
law, Mrs. Isador Springer will leave 
for Washington tomorrow with Mra. 
Hendrix. 

Mrs. Springer has undertaken this 
work of her own volition, having be- 
come convinced that Hendrix should 
not have been punished, and that 
someone ought to extend a helping 
hand to Mrs. Hendrix and her four 
little children, who are in Atlanta. She 
has secured the signatures of the most 
prominent people in Atlanta, includ- 
ing hundreds of women, to the petition 
for pardon. She was assisted by Mrs. 
Emma Neal Douglas and Attorney 
Samuel Boorstein. The work was done 
without remuneration or hope of any 
reward save that of helping those in 
distress, 

Hendrix shot and Killed his wife’s 
father in Oklahoma, and the cause as- 
signed was that the slain man had 


grossly insulted his own daughter. 
Hendrix was tried at Paris, Texas, in 
the federal court, and given a life sen-, 
tence. Since the trial, it is said, four 
of the jurors have stated. that they | 
understood the sentence was to have 
been for oniy two years; otherwise 
they would not have sanctioned the 
verdiet. 

Mrs. Springer became interested in 
the case while visiting the federal 
prison on church holidays and feasts, 
to feed the Jewish prisoners confined 
there. 

“IT want to help the poor wife and) 
four children,’ she says, “and I hope 
to get the man pardoned when I get 
to Washington.”

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ALREADY--THREE MURDERS. 


With the first month of the new year 
yet to close, Atlanta’s crime record already 
shows three homicides, each of which is 
traceable to the “pistol-toting” habit. Given 
the same ratio during the remainder of the 
twelve months, with due allowance for in- 
crease of population, and there is every 
reason to believe that the murder rate for 
1913 will far overtop that for 1912. 

This is for Atlanta alone. A census of 
the state, town and country would undoubt- 
edly indicate a similar percentage of mur 
ders, of maimings and of other crimes of 
violence, for each of which we have to 
thank that laxity of public sentiment that 
permits men to violate the law against 
concealed weapons. 

There is no reason why the state of 
Georgia should, year after year, flaunt in the 
face of the world a higher murder rate than 
that of the British isles with their teeming 
and. heterogenous population. Christianity 
is, or should be, as dominant in the new 
as in the old world. Certainly, the majority 
of people in Georgia are as much bent upon 
the enforcement of law as the majority of 
people in London, or any of the British 
provinces. 

Here and there judges and police au- 
thorities manifest an awakening to the evil 
and the disposition to search for remedies. 
Some progress has been accomplished by 
the policy of more than one Georgia circuit 
judge in abandoning the alternative of a 
fine where the statute against concealed 
weapons is violated. Other relief measures 
include the destruction instead of the sale 
of confiscated weapons, the proposal that 
pistols offered at public sale shall be of 
such a length as to practically prohibit 
their concealment, and the licensing of 
those permitted to bear weapons under 
stringent conditions. 

All of these suggestions give hope, but 
none of them will take the place of a vigor- 
ous public sentiment and the pressure it can 
bring to bear on the courts. If the people 
demand that “pistol-toters” shall be sent 
to the chaingang, without regard to station 
or race, and if they place that demand un- 
equivocally before the judiciary, the roster 
of homicides will speedily dwindle. In the 
last analysis, it is community sentiment 
that is responsible for public law and order, 
and that sentiment is under especial re- 
sponsibility where the issue touches life 
and death and the good name of society, 
as it does in this instance. 

When the people speak, a condition that 
libels our civilization will quickly enough 


disappear. 


IVY LEE’S SUCCESS. 


Big business in America has found many 
of its recruits among the energetic and 
able young men of this state, but it is to 
be doubted if in recent years the career of 
any one young Georgian so vividly illus- 
trates the opportunities for ambition in this 
country as does that of Ivy Lee, formerly 
of Atlanta. Mr. Lee needs little introduc- 
tion to the ruling generation in this city. 
He is the son of the Rev. Dr. J. W. Lee, 
who for many years held important charges 
here and who is to lecture in Atlanta short. 
ly under the auspices of forty representa- 
tive citizens. 

Several years ago Ivy Lee left Atlanta 
and became identified with the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad in different capacities until 
finally he was placed in charge of all pub- 
licity for this tremendous system. Later. 
he went to London as the American repre- 
sentative of one of the foremost financial] 
houses in the country. Recently, he return- 


ed to America and resumed service with 
the Pennsylvania. So highly did the. offi- 
cials esteem Mr. Lee’s intimate knowledge 
of transportation problems and his admin- 
istrative capacity, that he was made execu- 
tive assistant, a position specially created 
for him and ranking him with the highest 
official assignments of the system. The 
merest novice in railroad matters recog- 
nizes the overshadowing part played by the 
Pennsylvania in the national field of trans 
portation. The promotion accorded Mr. 
Lee is almost unique in railway annals, 
considering that he is yet to reach his 
prime as years are counted. 


A NEW NOBLESSE OBLIGE. 


The New York stock exchange has 
served notice on the Pujo money trust 
probers that it does not regard itself as 
within the federal purview, and that while 
it admits the right of New York state to 
take action, it harbors doubt as to the effi- 
cacy of any steps which may be taken to 
remove some of the more flagrant evils of 
the market. 

This is as it may be. Legal technicali- 
ties and constitutional quibbles may bar 
the federal government from actual regula. 
tion of the New York stock exchange, 
though it appears to the layman that an 
organization which virtually controls the 
price of interstate securities comes legiti- 
mately under federal supervision. But our 
of the evidence adduced from the Pujo 
probe as well as other sources, conviction 
crystallizes to the effect that not only the 
stock exchange but as well big business 
generally, whether finance or industry, must 
expect increasingly to give an account of 
its stewardship. 

Mr. Morgan and many of his confreres 


have denied the existence of such an éntity 


as the money trust. But all of their testi- 
mony has only served to strengthen the 
public in the belief that the conditions un- 
der which credit is extended in this country 
permit too much arbitrary power to be 
lodged in the hands of a few men. As a 
matter of fact George Baker, of New York, 
second only to Morgan, reluctantly admit 
ted that the concentration of credit had 
“gone far enough.” When a financier of 
his conservative and old-school type con: 
cedes so much, it is time for the best and 
most patriotic thought of the nation to pay 
heed. 

The phenomenal expansion of. America 
for the past three decades and the huge 
sums of money involved in the process have 
undoubtedly combined to ereate a vast and 
new power—the power of organized wealth— 
not contemplated by the framers of the 
constitution and hardly more than compara- 
tively paralleled in the world’s history. Ws 
do not as yet subscribe to the easy conciu- 
sion that the power thus constituted can 
breed panics at its own caprice. But the 
tendency is mischievous, and the few men 
who wield such influence should be the 
first to recognize the fact. They come un 
der the jurisdiction of the old Latin phrase, 
“noblesse oblige,” which, being interpreted 
liberally, means that those who hold huge 
power are under obligation to discharge i+ 
gently and equitably. 

Since, however, the men so privileged 
are only human and liable to err at any 
time where their own advantage is involved, 
they can hardly complain if the govern- 
ment, state or federal, steps in and exer- 
cises supervisory functions. It would be a 
poor sovereign that viewed with indiffer- 
ence the possibility that some of its crea- 
tures might become more powerful than 
itself,

-Mr. Bloomfield also 
extended his reasoning to apply to nearly 
every other feature of housework, and 
prophesied the day when competent do- 
mestic servants would be among the high- 
est paid members of the community. 

None of his observations will be news 
to women, but they will strike the average 
uninformed man with a certain degree of 
shock. Few women but know the quali- 
fications necessary in a good cook or gen- 
eral house servant, as well as those needed 
for operating a household smoothly and 
with the greatest comfort to all of its 
members. Seriously enough, the kitchen 
and the expertness of its custodian come 
near comprising the arch upon which so- 
ciety rests. Good health is the basis of 
efficiency, and one cannot be efficient and 
at the same time battle with dyspepsia. 
Good housekeeping also requires a faculty 
for detail astounding to the ordinary man 
and possibly unassimilable except by a very 
few of the sterner sex. 

Napoleon said an army traveled on its 
belly. The same is true of civilization. 
Unless the belly be well fed with foods 
that are nutritious, well-chosen and well- 
cooked, it is not likely the army will travel 
very far or very intelligently. We should, 
therefore, pay due homage to the woman 
who knows how to preside skillfully over 
the destinies of the kitchen, and to her 
also who can manage a household and 
its complications as easily as a captain of 
industry holds between his fingers threads 
weaving in many directions. 

That society is waking. up to the gen- 
eral truth underlying Mr. Bloomfield’s re- 
marks is shown by the widespread turning 
to training in domestic science: even the 
tendency to make a working knowledze 
in this field a part of every girl’s educa- 
tion. And as to the wages of our cooks— 
they are even now looking after the matter 
of compensation with a sharp and capable 
eye.

How Garfield Secured His Postmaster 
General.

On the evening of the second of March, 
1881, Thomas L. James, who at that time 
was postmaster of New York city, received 
a telegram from Whitelaw Reid in which 
Mr. James was asked to go from New York 
to Washington by the first train, and upon 
his arrival immediately, no matter how late 
at night it might be, to call upon Mr. Reid 
at the Arlington hotel. 

Mr. James was not able to leave New 
York until in time to catch an earlier train 
than that which left at midnight. He arrived 
in Washington shortly after 6 o’clock. He 
was driven immediately to the Arlington 
hotel. The proprietor of that hotel was a 
long-time friend of his and he met Mr. 
James at the door. He said that Mr. Reid 
had asked him to bring Mr. James to his 
room, no matter what hour he arrived, 

“So I am going to heed Mr. Reid’s request 
and take you to his room now, although 
I think he {fs abed,” said the proprietor, Mr. 
Roessle. 

Several rather loud raps on the door were 
necessary before response came from within 
The door was then opened. Mr. Reid stood 
there clad in a bathrohe. He admitted Mr. 
James and, having greeted him, crawled 
back into bed again. 

Then he said: “I have sent for you, Mr. 
James,- because General Garfield is very 
anxious to see you this morning and he 
would like to see you as early as possible. 
What time is {it now?” 

“It is a little after 7 o’clock,” Mr. James 
replied. “TI should like to take a bath and 
put on some clean linen and then. after 
breakfast, I will readily go with you.” 

“Put on your clean linen here,” said Mr. 
Reid, “and while you are doing that I will 
dress, and we will breakfast together’”’ 

Their toilets having been hastily made, 
these two men went together to breakfast. 
At half past eight they were ready to start 
to meet General Garfield, who was staying 
at the old Riggs house. On the way to 
the Riggs house Mr. Reid carefully abstain- 
ed from saying anything which would fur- 
nish Mr. James a hint of what General Gar- 
field's purpose was in sending for him. 

When they called upon General Garfield 
they found him alone. He had just had a 
hasty breakfast in his room. 

“Mr. James,” said the president-elect, 
“we have not met, I believe, since the time 
when we had a brief chat in my room at 
Chicago immediately after my nomination.” 

There was a brief talk of an informal 
nature and then General Garfield, in the 
most informal manner and yet with real 
dignity, said: “Mr. James, I have sent for 
you to tender you a place in my cabinet as 
postmaster general. I hope that you are 
ready to accept this offer now. If you do 
that, you can aid me in other of my cabinet 


plans.” 

“T am ready to accept this tender, now. 
General Garfield, and I do it in the same 
spirit in which it is made. Furthermore, 
I sincerely. thank vou for the compliment 
which the offer of this high office carries.” 

Thereupon Mr. Reld, who had stood a 
little in the background, came forward and 
said: “Mr. James, your appointment will be 
eredited to New York state. Now, in case 
there should come any serious disagreement 
between General Garfield, after he is in- 
augurated, and leading republicans of New 
York state, where would you stand? General 
Garfield should know this.” 

“If I were postmaster general I should 
remain loyal to the president, or else I 
would instantly resign and relieve him from 
embarrassment.” 

General Garfield then said, “That Is all 
that I want to know.” And in this In- 
formal way the postmaster generalship was 
tendered to Thomas L. James.

WHY DID NAPOLEON 
HATE D’ENGHIEN? 


History has never been able to explain 
why Napoleon believed that the Duke 
d’Enghien was connected with a plot to as- 
sassinate him. There is nothing whatever 
in his actions that would indicate such a 
conspiracy, and his execution by the great 
French general is another marked evidence 
of his peculiarities and his vindictive spirit. 
Nor were the enemies of Napoleon alone in 
belleving the duke innocent, but his own 
friends, even to his own family, all ridiculed 
the idea and took sides with d’Enghien. It 
was his execution which drew from Fouche 
the comment since become proverbial ‘“C’est 
plus qu’un crime c'est une fautex” (it is 
worse than a crime; it is a blunder”). 

There was never perhaps a scion of a 
noble house more likely to preserve the 
honors of an illustrious family and give it 
new luster than the unfortunate Duc 
d’Enghien. Worthy of being the descendant of 
the great Conde, he was brave as a lion and 
generous to excess. In all the campaigns 
in which the French emigrants were en- 
gaged to recover their country and the 
throne for their sovereign, this prince was 
at their head, cheering and encouraging them 
by his example, and winning their affections 
by acts of the most touching kiftdness, of 
which many instances are related. 

After the peace of Lineville, in 1801, the 
army of Conde was dishanded; but every sol- 
dier who had been under the command of 
the duke left him with at least fifty crowns 
in his pocket. This benevolence exhausted 
the trifling resources of the duke, and was 
one of the causes of his residence in Ger- 
many. After residing some time at Etten- 
heim, in studious retirement, he was, on the 
15th of March, 1801, seized by an armed 
force employed by Bonaparte, who thus vio- 
lated the independence of the German empire, 
to gain possession of a French prince. He 
was compelled to travel night and day to 
Paris, where he arrived at six o'clock on the 
morning of the 20th. He was first conducted 
to the temple, and afterward to the Castle 
of Vincennes, where a military special com- 


mission was convened at nine o'clock, and 
at eleven he was sentenced ta death. 

When the duke was dragged out into the 
wood of Vincennes, and told that his sen- 
tence was to be executed, he calmly said: “! 
am ready, and resigned,” and when he heard 
that the grenadiers who were commanded to 
shoot him were Italians of Bonaparte’s 
guard, he exclaimed: “They are not French- 
men; this is one stain less upon my country- 
men.” When at the place of execution, two 
gsendarmes proposed to tie a handkerchief 
over his eyes, but he said: “A loyal soldier, 
who has so often been exposed to fire and 
Sword, can see the approach of death with 
naked eyes; and without fear.” He then gave 
the signal, and of the nine grenadiers who 
fired, seven hit him; two balls pierced his 
head and five his body. A small coffin, filled 
with lime, was ready to receive his corpse, 
and a grave had been dug in the garden of 
the castle, where he was buried. 

The death of the Duc d’'Enghien was the 
most wanton and cruel act that the mis- 
taken policy of Bonaparte ever committed. 
The Empress Josephine threw herself at Na- 
poleon's feet, to beg that he would spare the 
life of the duke, and his brother Lucten, as 
soon as he heard that he was seized, hastened 
to the Tuilleries, and remonstrated against a 
deed, which he said would shock the moral 
feelings of mankind. He urged every argu- 
ment which his ingenuity could devise, but 
Napoleon remained inflexible, and he was 
obliged to retire without effecting his pur- 
pose.

his conduct. 

Lucien, when he learned the unfavorable 
issue of his mother’s application, flew again 
to the Tuilleries, rushed into the presence of 
his brother, and unbraided him in severe lan- 
fuage on his conduct. “I quit France,” says 
he; “for IT will not live under a man who dis- 
graces himself at once @s a son by his want 
ef affection. and as a man by his cruelty. 
You will render every man,” continued he, 
“your enemy, and the day may approach 
when, like a second Nero, you will be 
dragged through the streets of Paris.”’ 

Bonaparte, notwithstanding all remon- 
strances, executed his purposes, and Lucien 
quitted France, and became a voluntary exile, 
until the return of his brother from Elba. No 
one probably but Napoleon himself ever knew 
just why he was so persistent in having the 
life of this noble Conde.

Because the printers of Atlanta were the 
first American typographers on record who 
organized a Ben Franklin society and set 
apart his birthday, January 17, as their 
feastday, I take it they will not omit the 
worthy and delightful ceremony this year. 

Many of us older local “printer’s devils” 
can recall] that it was along in the ’50’s that 
C. R. Hanleiter, then of Atlanta and later 
of Griffin. and for many years the dean of 
“the art preservative” in Georgia, assembled 
the few type-stickers of the town for a din- 
ner at his home. He there and then pro- 
posed the Ben Franklin society and the an- 
nual commemoration of the natal day of 
America’s famous “Printer, Philosopher, 
Statesman and Philanthropist.” The sugges- 
tion caught and the idea carried out for 
several years. 

The civil war, that fell iconoclast of many 
good and wholesome customs, brought the 
Franklinites into innocuous. desuetude, and 
it was only some dozen years ago that the 
idea was resurrected and Atlanta Typograph- 
ical Union No. 48 began again. to celebrate 
Old Ben's Birthday as it should be. 

But, oh, mama, wouldn't it shatter the 
brass-rimmed specs of Uncle Ben if he should 
step into the modern composing or press 
rooms of The Constitution on his birthday 
night of 1913? How vainly and sadly he 


would look for his old Knuckle-jointed hand 
press, his ink-dauber and a half-galley with 
a warped wooden bottom! 

How this newspaper printing business has 
changed since your humble servant first 
began to “sort the hell-box"” and “set up 
pi’ in the old Burke & Boykin office in Ma- 
con in 1863! Yea, verily, even since he 
did his “6,000 long primer a day,” on Seneca 
Burr's “Middle Georgian” down in Griffin 
in 1868—and, verily again, since he began 
making “copy” on The Constitution back 
yonder in ‘76! 

Can I ever forget that first night that I 
put in on that good old mother sheet over 
on Broad street? I had blown in from Texas 
a couple of days before and importuned those 
fine young colonels, E. Y. Clarke and W. A.

The colonels 
thought I would shy from it, also, but they 
didn’t know me then as they did subse- 
quently. 

The job was to report the double hanging 
of Alfred Orange and John Purifoy, a brace 
of negro murderers. I got busy with it be- 
fore the able colonels could recall my cal- 
lous avidity. I devoured the record of the 
case, interviewed again everybody connected 
with it, made friends with Deputy Sherig¢ 
Whit Anderson and Jailer John Wise, sat up 
all night helping to death-watch the con- 
demned, got “last statements’’ from them, 
shorthanded all that was said on the gallows, 
and made such a story of “the flight to 
glory” of those legally expedited dusky 
saints as woke up the old town as it had 
not been since Ben Hill made his bush-arbor 
speech! 

But, when I had finished the story and 
perkily went upstairs to ask Foreman 
Moran to put a “three-column black letter 
head” on the front page—well, that was 
a pre-Hearstian idiocy that P. J. gasped 
over speechiessly, while Walter Henderson, 
Loute Saloshin, Bill Cunningham and all the 
chapel yelled me down stairs, with various 
sulphurous assurances that “this newspaper 
ain't no Texas stud-hoss sheet!’ ia

UVERJUDGE SPEER 


He Won't Have to Pay $10,000 
in Fees to Attorneys 


U. S. Circuit Court Reverses Speer 
and Reversal Is Sustained by 
the Supreme Court. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, January 27.—(Special.) 


W. A. Huff, of Macon, will not be re«- 


quired to pay $10,000 in counsel fees 
to the successors of Hal] & Wimberly, 
attorneys of Macon, who fourteen 
yeors ago had him declared insolvent 
and a receiver appointed for nts es- 
tate. 


Judge Emory Speer approved the 
award of $10,000 attorney's fees made 
by the standing master in chancery in 
his court. The circupit court reversed 
this judgment and the supreme court 
of the United Stateg today ‘declined to 
consider the case, and dismissed the 
petition of J. E. dall and Alexander 
Akerman for a writ of certiorari, which 
would have brought it heer for review. 

Fourteen years ago Judge John TI. 
Hall and Olin J. Wimberly filed in the 
United States court, at Macon, a cred- 
itors’ bill against W. A. Huffff, alleging 
that he was insolvent, and that his 
property would not satisfy his credit- 
ors. The case had been in the courts 
ever since. 

Hall & Wimberly asked to be patd 
out of the funds in the hands of the 
court for bringing the suit and were 
awarded $10,000, but Mr. Huff appealed 
to the circuit court, contending he 
should not be required to pay the feés 
of opposing counsel. Judges Shelby 
and Maxey, in April, 1912, upheld his 
claim and reversed Judge Speer. Judge 
Pardee dissented, holding that Hall 
& » Wimberly were entitled to be paid 
out of the estate. This conflict of 
opinion led to the petition to the su- 
preme court to review the case. 

Mr. Huff published a severe ar- 
raignment of Judge Speer a few months 
ago, charging that jurist with having 
Kept the case pending in his court for 
the sole benefit of attorneys. Judge 
Speer cited Mr. Huff for contempt, 
and the contempt case is stil] pending. 

Mr. Huff suggested that Judge Speer 
ought to be impeached. 

Both Judge Hall and Olin J. 
erly have died since the Huff 
was first brought into court in Au- 
gust, 1899. The petition to the sgsu- 
preme court was in behalf of M. P. 
Hall, J. E. Hall, and B. C. Murray, ex- 
ecutors of Judge Hall and Mrs. Olin J. 
Wimberly.

A SIMPLE PLEA FOR CHILDREN 


By Isma Dooly 


“Mothers, fathers, everybody-—do not 
be unkind. We are children for such a 
little while. Love is very fragile, 
children very small. Uan’t you hear 
the cry that is raised in all the land, 
the ery of those who are scolded with- 
out reason. without justice?

Married Four Times and Divorced 


Thrice, Record of Former 
Atlantan. 


Penniless and apparently without 
the ability to recognize his own son, 
or the police officials whom he knew 
two years ago, when he figured in so 
many sensational police court stories, 
E. B. Cowan, the former wealthy At- 
lantan, who tried to cut his own throat 
Sunday night, is being held at police 
station pending an investigation of his 
sanity. 

He had been in Atlanta for several 
days before he tried to kill himself. 
One of his first acts on reaching here 
was to visit Mrs. Nannie L. Cowan, of 
89 West Peachtree street, and ask to 
see his little 3-year-old boy, whom he 
had not seen since he was 2 months 
old. 

Although Mrs. Cowan is divorced 
fromhim and has thecustody of the 
child, she had not the heart to refuse 
him, and in the presence of friends al- 
lowed him to see the child for a short 
time. 

Am Going to Kill Myself. 

“I came to Atlanta from Roanoke, 
Va., where they were going to put me 
in an asylum,” he told her, “and now 


\that I have seen you and the baby 
‘again, 


I'm going to kill myself and 
end all this wretchedness.”’ 

Mrs. Cowan,’ who is the man’s fourth 
wife and who only recently. secured a 
final decree of separation from him, 
did not believe what he said about 
killing himself, especially when. he 
told her a few minutes later that he 
was leaving town that night to be 
gone forever. The next she heard 
from him was Monday morning when 
she read The Constitution's account of 
his attempted suicide. 

She had called up the authorities and 
found. that the was not in a serious 
condition before a Constitution re- 
porter approacked her last night, and 
her first question was to know if her 
former husband, whose mistreatment 
of her had forced her to get a divorce, 
was really in a penniless condition. 

“Does he need anything?’ she asked, 
and a world of sympathy showed in 
her eyes. 

Married and Divorced Often. 


Cowan has been married four times | 


and has a son, Calvin Cowan, aged 139, 
living in Atlanta now. He w=<« the one 
whom he failed to recognize at the 
station house. 

His first wife died while she was 
suing him for divorce. His second 
wife secured a divorce after a short 
married lifeand has married again and 
is living -in Conyers, Ga His third 
wife, who lives in Birmingham, was 
also freed by divorce. She resumed 
her maiden name and is known as Mrs. 
By her Cowan has a 
little girl now 6 years old, whom he 
has never seen. 

After a conference Monday with 
Calvin Cowan, Attorney Carl Hutche- 
son was authorized to take steps to 
have the man declared insane. He 
also notified Mrs. Fred Pooler, Cow- 
an’s sister, at Elizabeth, N. J. Cow- 
an’e widowed mother lives with her, 
according to the son. Cowan himself 
Says that he does not know where his 
mother is, and apparently he has been 
wandering aimlessly around the coun- 
try since he was last in this city. 

Life Full of Sensations. 

A thistory of his life in Atlanta, 
where he came about six years ago 
from Morgan county, has been full of 
sensations. He thad been divorced 
three times and one wife had died 
while suing him, before he came here, 
At that time he had a fortune esti- 
mated at $100,000. He establisihed 
himself in business and was doing 
well. He married a fourth time, and 
in slightly over a year his fourth wife 
had to leave him. In tne meantime 
he thad been arrested often, charged 
with disorderly conduct and drunken- 
ness. 

Finally, after his last wife secured 
her divorce, alleging a number of sen- 
sational causes of ill treatment and 
brutality, he left Atlanta and was un- 
heard of until he returned to the city 
last week, his money gone and with 
the desperate intent according to his 
own statement, of looking once more 
upon his child and divorced wife and 
then ending his sorrow.

CHIEF IS HOME) FOR LOVER’S.SAKE 


Witt Cole Telephones From Pretty Lilian Aids Leaves Ma- 


Atlanta to Find if War- 
rant Is Against Him. 


Walking abruptly into a telephone 
booth at police headquarters, a fev 
minutes after his arrival on a train 
from Arkansas, a ponderous man of 
6-foot-3, with the typical air of a 
Georgia mountaineer about him, called 
up excitedly the sheriff's office in 
Lawrenceville, Ga, 

“Hello! hello!’ he bawled into the 
transmitter. “Is this the gsheriff's of- 
fice? Yes, sheriff's office!” “Well, this 
is Witt Cole—yep, Witt Cole—Witt 
Cole, your chief of police. I’ve just got 
back from Arkansas. How’d you think 
I'd be in Atlanta if I wasn’t back? I 
want to know if you all’ve got another 
warrant out against me over there? If 
you have, I want to know, so I'll be 
prepared. Somebody told me you had 
papers taken out against me for some- 
thing. 

“You haven’t got one? Good! Then 
I’m coming home. Tell the folks I'll 
be in tonight or tomorrow, sometime.” 

After this unique conversation he 
walked out, with a decidedly different 
kind of a smile on his face, and strode 
to the chief’s room. There he told to 
a small group of men the interesting 
story of his adventures in Arkansas, 
following his arrest there on the 
charge of accepting a bribe from Vade 
Higgins, the prisoner who escaped 
from Cole while being brought back 
to Georgia.

TO RECOGHIZE SOM 


Married Four Times and Divorced 
Thrice, Record of Former 
Atlantan. 


Penniless and apparently without 
the ability to recognize his own son, 
or the police officials whom he knew 
two years ago, when he figured in so 
many sensational police court stories, 
E. B. Cowan, the former wealthy At- 
lantan, who tried to cut his own throat 
Sunday night, is being held at police 
station pending an investigation of his 


| sanity. 


He had been in Atlanta for several 
days before he tried to kill himself. 
One of his first acts on reaching here 
was to visit Mrs. Nannie L. Cowan, of 
89 West Peachtree street, and ask to 
see his little 3-year-old boy, whom he 
had not seen since he was 2 months 
old, 

Although Mrs. Cowan is divorced 
fromhim and has thecustody of the 
child, she had not the heart to refuse 
him, and in the presence of friends al- 
lowed him to see the child for a short 
time. 

Am Going to Kill Myself. 

“I came to Atlanta from Roanoke, 
Va., where they were going to put me 
in an asylum,” he told her, “and now 
I have seen you and the baby 
I'm going to kill myself and 
end all this wretchedness.”’ 

Mrs. Cowan, who is the man’s fourth 
wife and who only recently. secured a 
final decree: of separation from him, 
did not believe what he said about 
killing himself, especially when he 
told her a few minutes later that he 
was leaving town that night to be 
gone forever. The next she heard 
from him was Monday morning when 
she read The Constitution's account of 
his attempted suicide. 

She had called up the authorities and 
found. that the was not in a serious 
condition before a Constitution re- 
porter approached her last night, and 
her first question was to Know if her 
former husband, whose mistreatment 
of her had forced her to get a divorce, 
was really in a penniless condition. 

“Does he need anything?’ she asked, 
and a world of sympathy showed in 
her eyes. 

Married and Divorced Often. 

Cowan has been- married four times 
and has a son, Calvin Cowan, aged 139, 
living in Atlanta now. He w=< the one 
whom he failed to recognize at the 
station house. 

His first wife died while she was 
suing him for divorce. His second 
wife secured a divorce afitter a short 
married lifeand has married again and 
is Mving in Conyers, Ga His third 
wife, who lives in Birmingham, was 
also freed by divorce. She resumed 
her maiden name and is known as Mrs. 
Hooper Mitchell. By her Cowan has a 
little girl now 6 years old, whom he 
has never seen. 

After a conference Monday with 
Calvin Cowan, Attorney Carl Hutche- 
son was authorized to take steps to 
have the man declared insane. He 
also notified Mrs. Fred Pooler, Cow- 
an’s sister, at Elizabeth, N. J. Cow- 
an'e widowed mother lives with her, 
according to the son. Cowan himself 
says that he does not know where his 
mother is, and apparently he has been 
wandering aimlessly around the coun- 
try since he was last in this city. 

Life Full of Sensations. 

A thistory of his life in Atlanta, 
where he came about six years ago 
from Morgan county, has been full of 
sensations. He thad been divorced 
three times and one wife had died 
while suing him, before he came here. 
At that time he had a fortune esti- 
mated at $100,000. He establisihed 
himself in business and was doing 
well. He married a fourth time, and 
in slightly over a year his fourth wife 
had to leave him. In tne meantime 
he thad been arrested often, charged 
with disorderly conduct and drunken- 
ness. 

Finally, after his last wife secured

Washington, January 27.—(Special.) 
Jeffersonian simplicity with a ven- 
geanhce seems to be the aim of Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson. Every day Wash- 
ington hears some new report showing 
the great simplicity of taste of the 
next president. Naturally, Washing- 
ton, which likes a show, is having a 
connipition fit. 

At the direct insiance of Mr. Wil- 
gon, the inaugural ball, which from 
time immemorial has been a feature 
of inauguration day, has been aban- 
doned. Neither will there be a mam- 
moth reception under the dome of the 
capitol When it was suggested that 
the night reception might be given 
in the white’ house, Mr. Wison said he 
would only consent to one that was 
thoroughly democratic, and the pres- 
ence of 100,000 visitorg on inauguration 
day would naturally make that impos- 
sible. 

Business in the Open. 


Several months ago he announced 


that he would conduct the business of 


the executive office in plain view of 
the people, and not behind closed doors 
guarded by doorkeepers, policemen 
and private detectives. The opportu- 
nity’ this would give to cranks, some 
with homicidal impulses, was pointed 
out to him. On the other hand, Gov- 
ernor Wilson said he would not con- 
sent to be interrupted to shake hands 
with casual visitors whom members of 
congress might wish to bring to the 


white house. 

Today comes the announcement 
which has spread consternation and 
dismay in social circles, and caused 
disappointment to many a good-look- 
ing young army and navy officer of 
social grace and attractiveness. The 
number of military eides is to be re- 
duced. What that means in the way 
of brilliancy and dazzlingly attract- 
iveness of functions at the white house 
and on board the president's yachts, 
the Mayflower, the Dolphin and the 
Sylph, only a school girl’s vocabulary 
could properly describe. 

Twelve officers in uniform, repre- 
senting the army, navy and marine 
corps, are now assigned to the white 
house, and are conspicuous at all func- 
tions in that historic mansion. Both 
President Rosevelt and President Taft 
increased the number of military aides 
their predecessors maintained. Now 
Mr. Wilson proposes to cut down the 
number. 

Archie Butt'’s Successor. 

Major Archie Butt, who was lost 
with the Titanic, has been succeeded 
by Major Thomas L. Rhodes. Lieuten- 
ant Commander John W. Timmons is 
the naval aide. The juntor aides, who 
rarely serve more than two seasons, 
now include Captain Lewis F. Little, 
of the marine corps; Lieutenant C. K, 
Rockwell, Lieutenant Beverly C. Dunn, 
Lieutenant Henry B. Claggett, Lieuten- 
and Edward St. J. Greble, Jr., all 
the army; Lieutenant M, E. 1 
Cary Grayson, Lieutenant C. , 
Rodgers and Lieutenant Sterling, 
the navy.

OF CLOTHING INDUSTRY 


Washington, January 27.—Investi¢ga- 
tion of conditions in the garment | 
working industry in New York was | 
proposed in a resolution today by 
Representative Berger, socialist mem- 
ber from Wisconsin. The resolution 
would authorize the appointment of a: 
special committee of seven members 
to inquire into the conditions sur- 
rounding the garment-making trade 
and the recent strike 

In the preamble of his resolution Mr. 
Berger sets forth that the New York 
clothing industry supplies the trade of 
a lange section of the country through 
interstate tradé; that the wages in 
the industry are so low ‘“‘that healthy 
surroundings and a decent standard of 
living have become almost’ § impos- 
sible. 7 

“It is further charged,” continues 
the preamble, ‘‘that vice and crime aTe 
bred of the needless misery coincident 
to the manufacture of the nation’s 
clothing, and further, that said manu- 
facture is carried on in filthy and in- | 
sanitary places saturated with germs | 
of consumption, smallpox and scartet | 
fever and other contagious diseases.” | 

Mr. Berger’s resolution declares that | 
clothing made under guch conditions is | 
a “serious menace and danger to the| 
welfare and health of all.” 

In a statement accompanying his | 
resolution Mr. Berger said he desired | 
to show “the close connection which | 
the intolerable economic condition of 
the garment workers bears to crime 
and vice on the one hand and how 
these economic conditions revenge 
themselves upon all the people because 
the people allow them to exist.”

Two Fires in Luckie Street 
Boarding House Thought 
to Be Incendiary. 


Twenty young. medical students 
found themselves without homes last 
night as a result of fire which broke 
out twice in a boarding house at_104 
Luckie street, once at 2 o'clock in_the 
afternoon and again at 7, causing the 
inside of the house to be almost a 
complete wreck before the flames and 
the firemen had both done their work. 

Mystery surrounds the peculiar co- 
incidence of the two fires. and invés- 
tigation by Chiet W. B. Cummings re- 
sulted in the Lelief that the house had 
deliberately been set on fire by some- 
one intent on burning it up and driv- 
ing the medical students out into the 
street. 

The early afternoon fire started in 
an upstairs closet, which was a mass 
of flames when the firemen reached 
it and they could not discover the 
cause. Several rooms around the closet 
were damaged by the flames and the 
water with which.the place was de- 


luged. Someone in the medical col- 
lege across the street on Luckie first 
saw the smoke rising and ran over into 
the house to inform Mrs. C. L. Roun- 
tree, the keeper of the boarding house. 

Five hours. later the 
ibroke. out. It was at first presumed 
that sparks from the first fire had 
smouldered and then broken out 
again. The origin of the second fire, 
however, was found to be in a small 
kitchen closet, and, after the firemen 
had turned their hose into it and the 
smoke had cleared away, they drag- 
ged the closet an old, half-burned 
mattress wrapped around a three-gal- 
lon gasoline can. 

The kitchen was in the very opposite 
corner of the house from the upstairs 
closet where the_first fire had started. 
This combination of circumstances 
caused Chief Cummings and the other 
firemen to believe that someone had 
deliberately fired the house both times. 
A thorough investigation was started 
by the police officers who reached the

Steel Men Glad When He Got 
Out of Business, 


Alleged Carnegie Wouldn’t Stick to. 
Agreements---Carnegie Smashed 
the Pools. 


New York, January 27.—Testimony 
in support of the contention of the 
government that Andrew Carnegie was 
@ trouble-maker in the steel trade and 
that the Carnegie Steel company was 
taken over by the United States Stecl 
corporation because of his refusal to 


abide by agreements, was heard todav 
fin the government sult to dissolve the 
corporation under the Sherman antt- 
trust law. It was given by Walter 
Scranton, former president of the Lack- 
@wanna Steel company, and other ir- 
dependent concerns. 

Mr. Scranton told of the various steel 
rail pools which existed in the steel 
trade before the corporation was or- 
Banized, in which the Carnegie Steel 
company invariably was a member. 
It appeared from his testimony that 
Andrew Carnegie was responsible for 
the dissolution of most of the pools. 

“Did Andrew Carnegie'’s method of 
competition give rise to any feeling on 
the part of the manufacturers against 

is continuance in the business?” 
asked H. E. Colton, of counsel for the 
government. 

Wanted Carnegie Out of Business. 

“There was a general feeling that it 
would be a godsend if Andrew Car- 
negie was out of the business,” replied 
Mr. Scranton, with a laugh. 

In one instance, dating back to 1897 
the Carnegie Stee] company, according 
to the witness, had an “inside agre:- 
ment” with the Illinois Steel company 
which did not come to the knowledge 
of the other members of the pool until 
the two companies quarreled. Then 
the pool broke up. “Rails sold down 
to $14 a ton after the break,” said Mr 
Scranton, “which was below cost.” 

The dissolution of this pool, he said, 
led to a plan to organize the Empire 
Rail company. which was to be a sell- 
ingg company for all the manufacturers, 
but the plan fell through. 

“What individual wags responsible for 
that?” asked Mr. Colton. 

“Andrew Carnegie. He couldn't agree 
with the other members,” replied th» 
witness. 

Subsequently another rail pool was 
orgenized, in which Charles M. Schwab 
represented the Carnegie company and 
Judge Elbert Gary, now chalrman 9? 
the steel corporation. represented the 
Federal Steel company. 

Just Among Gentiemen. 

‘We would meetand suggest a price 
as among gentlemen, but as often w 
did not sell atthe price agreed upon,” 
explained the witness. This was in 
1900. 

The steel Corporation Was organized 
Mr. Colton wanted to 
know if, by the ‘acquirement of the 
Carnegie, the Federal and the Nationa! 
Steel companies, all consolidations in 
themselves, the stee] eorporation did 
not acquire “a percentage of the rail 
capacity of the country sufficient to 
control the price of standard rails.” 

“T don’t think they could control the 
price, but their suggestions would b« 
favorably considered,’ said the wit- 
ness. 

Mr. Colton pointed to the fact thai 
since the organization of the corpora- 
tion the price of ‘rails had not varied 
from $28 a ton 

“I should think that indicated that 
some understanding existed,” said Mr 
Scranton. 

Corey's Money in Steel Trust. 

That one-fourth of the fortune of 
William E. Corey, former president of 
the corporation, is tnvested in United 
States Steel securities was brought out 
today while Mr. Corey was winding up 
his testimony. The information was 
elicited from Mr. Corey himself by the 
ceovernmentcounselin an apparent ef- 
fort to show that the witness had not 
been actuated in ziving his testimony, 
considered by many favorable to the 
government, by any animosity toward 
the steel corporation. 

Mr. Corey said that he was “natu- 
rally in favor’ of the success of the 
corporation in the present suit. 

“Are you pecuniarily interested in 
the United States Steel corporation?” 
Mr. Corey was asked. 

“One-fourth of my fortune is in the 
securities of the steel corporation,” 
replied Mr. Corey. 

“Are your personal 
able or unfavorable 
this suit?’ 

“IT am naturally favorable to the 
steel corporation,” Mr. Corey said. “I 
am opposed to the government !n this 
case.”

Object of Gary Dinners, 

Mr. Corey reiterated that the object 
of the Gary dinners was to maintain 
prices. Questioned about the efforts 
of some manufacturers to raise the 
price of rails from $28 a ton, Mr. Corey 
would not say that the steel corpora- 
tlon prevented the advance. 

“it may have,” he said, “I was ap- 
posed to tie raise myself, because | 
thought $28 was a fair price.” He 
added that the corporation could make 
rai's cheaper than its competitors. 

Value of Southern Properties. 

John S. Grasty, professor of geology 
et the University of Virginia, was call- 
ed to testify as to the value of the iron 
Ores held by the Tennessee Coa] and 
Iror company at the time it was taken 
over by the corporation. 

Professor Grastyv said the Tennessee 
(‘oal and Iron ores around Birming- 
ham, Ala., were better situated for as- 
sembdling than any other ore proper- 
ties in the world. The  self-fluxing 
properties of the ores, together -with 
the short haul from the mines to the 
furnaces, contributed to cheapening 
the cost of the production of pig iron. 

The Tennessee Coal and Iron owned 
400.000,000 out of the 600,000,000 tons 
of commercially available ores in the 
district, added the witness. His testi- 
mony was adduced to sustain the cov- 
ernment’s contention that in absorbing 
tae <eerg and Iron the 90-called 
eteel trusi Nad swallowe 2 
aibeg 1lilowed a formidable

Women Must Know Modern Conditions. 
“Women must educate themselves in 
modern conditions,” said Miss Ameri- 
can when asked what she believed 
their most vital work to be. “There is 
no one work I can think of, for the 
obligation is so complex, and what 
would be the work of vital import in 
one section or community might not be 
in the other; therefore the necessity 
for women first and foremost is to know 
the conditions surrounding 


them. | 


With that knowledge they can do in-' 


telligent work; without it, they are 


apt, even with the best intentions, to 
do more harm than good-—you remem- 
ber what Henry Ward Beecher said 
about ‘good intentions.’ 

“There are certain public questions 
which relate to social betterment, in 
which all women are interested; but 
these very questions have different ex- 
rressions in different places. Though 
certain basic principles can be applied 
everywhere, I do not feel that I could 
dictate to the wonten of this com- 
munity how to work out their little 
problems, any more than they could 
go to Chicago or New York and dictate 
to their sisters there.” 

Suffrage, She Takes for Granted. 

Like all -women workers who have 
looked the fleld over, Miss American 
does not vegard suffrage as the whole 
question. She was very calm 
about it; did not rail at the women 
who are net militantly working for 
it: did not speak of the achievement 
of those a~who have it. 

“Why, certainly all 
work for suffrage,” she said, “though 
I can understand its expediency in 
some sactions would be problematic 
and that it would have to be worked 
out rationally. 

“No one can doubt that men in the 
great affairs of the world need the 
guidance of woman’s mind, and that 
they neei their inspiration, their 
fidelity of purpose, and their value as 
a, great complementing force.” 

Again Miss American recurred to 
the necessity of women educating 
themselves, and looking to the right 
educational advantage for their chil- 
dren. 

“They are the natural protectors of 
the child, and they should know its 
needs and see that the school system 
meets the needs. A rational education. 
al system women should demand, for 
too long there has been the theoreti- 
cal system, which forced the child of 
all elements and communities to learn 
the same thing, whether it was that 
which would best fit him for usefulness 
or not. 

“To give the child tn the agricul- 
tural community the same school the 
child has who lives in the center of 
the industrial or manufacturing center 
is ridiculous, and yet for a long time 
the schools of the nation may be said 
to have fallen into this error. Indus- 
trial training should be put in where 
the child needs it to best equip him 
ror his surroundings, whereas the child 
of the rich farm lands should be taught 
the wondrous riches of the soil and 
how to develop them. 

“Women are well adapted to social 

work.” Miss American. ob-

The World Goes Too Fast. 

“In social betterment work, how- 
ever, we have to be patient and toler. 
ant. We cannot effect great reforms 
in a day, and we can't expect to see 
results too soon, even after the cause 
of some form of social evil has been 
reached. The world just grows so fast 
it can't keep up with !tself, and we are 
apt tn our social endeavor to try t 
drive rather than lead. 

“To lead well we must know, 
this brings me back to the same fact. 
we must educate ourselves in moderu 
social conditions.” 

In touching upon the various current 
topics brought out in the ’ informal 
conversation which Miss American 
led, it was charming to note that she 
was broad enough to see both sides of 
a question. She had her opinions pos- 
itively clear cut; she differed with the 
women around in many matters, but 
she was tolerant, and the subjects, 
simple and every-day, were as sure ot 
her censideration and interest as 
those more vitally important to her. 

Upon the subject of the’ servant 
problemn, she was most interesting, 
“for the servant question in America 
today is not peculiar to one section. 
We have ours in the north and west 
as you have yours in the south. The 
modern housekeeper must solve it, 
and she must be efficient to do it. 

Trained Workers Necessary. 

“Women in the organized work they 
are doing for social betterment must 
have direction,’ Was another wise ob- 
servation of Miss American. “It must 
be realized that whereas the volunteer 
workers, especially in secial service, 
are of great value, thelr work must be 
done under the ‘trained woman, who 
knows the conditions of the people who 
are to be aided. Thig work cannot 
be done theoretically. The people 
must be known and tactfully reached, 
Women who can do this must have the 
knowledge, and they must be pald for 
it. Too frequently women of organiza- 
tions lose sight of the business side 
of their work: they do not always 
realize that the social worker has to 
live, like all other professional peo- 
ple, and that they must be paid for 
what they do.” 

Roosevelt’s Tribute to Miss American. 

It was after he became fainiliar with 
her splendid work fer the immigrant 
girl, and her knowledge of that part 
of a national problem the girl repre- 
sented. that Theodore Roosevelt said 
that he wished that women were 
eligible to positions in the president’s 
cabinet that he migat appoint Miss 
American.

order of arrest this morning he waited 
until General Sickles’ lawyer, Daniel 


P. Hays, had arranged with a surety 
company for a ‘$30,000 bond for the 
veteran’s freedom. Mr. Hays brought 
it to the sheriff’s office and they went 
to General Sickles’ Fifth avenue home 
this afternoon. 

“Well general,” the sheriff greeted 
him “It’s a bit of formal business to- 
day. You know I have to serve you 
with these papers; I’m sorry I have to 
do so, but I have no choice.” 

“It is all right,’’ General Sickles re- 
plied, tossing the unopened order gnd 
complaint on his library table. You're 
one of the best friends I’ve got, sher- 
iff.”’ 

They placed the bond before the 
general and he signed it in a flowing 
hand. a 

“That handwriting is not so bad for 
aman who is more than 92 years old, 
sheriff,” he commented. -It cost me $690 
to get this bond.” 

There was a fee of $5.25 owing the 
county for service of the papers. Gen- 
eral Sickles summoned Miss Edith Wil- 
merding, his house-keeper, to pay it. 
She came into the room with her hands 
full of pennies, tripped on a rug and 
scattered them over the floor. The 
general] assisted in picking them up. 
When the‘sheriff left, General Sickles 
shook hands with him and renewed his 
declaration of friendship. 

The issuance of the bond makes it 
unnecessary for the sheriff to place 
General Sickles in jail, as he feared 
Saturday he might have to do. The 
sheriff said this afternoon he thought 
the case would be speedily brought to 
trial at Albany. 


MRS. LONGSTREET SAYS 
VETERANS WILL AID SICKLES 

Gainesville, Ga... January 27.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—T will raise the money to re- 
lieve General Sickles of his em- 
barassment, if New York pushes the 
prosecution ana none of his - northern 
friends go to his aid. The ragged, 
maimed veterans of the south wiil 
rush to respond to the need of one of 
the most gallant soldiers America ever 
knew.” 

Thus Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet, 
widow of the famous confederate gen- 
eral, threw down the gauntlet to the 
nation this afternoon, following the 
publication of her telegrams to Gen- 
eral Daniel FF. Sickles, in New York, 
and the attorney general, in Albany, 
offering aid in the financial difficul- 
ties which have beset the old «oldier. 

“My husband always spoke of Gen- 
eral Sickles as the hero of Geitys- 
burg,”’ she said. “They were opposed 
to each .other in that deciding battle 
of the war, and General Longstreet in 
the last autograph letter he ever 
wrote, September 19, 1902, to General 
Sickles, told him that the taking of 
the peach orchard by Sickles’ corps, 


won the 


battle for the union forces 
and defeated the confederacy. They 
were always close friends, and. Gen- 
eral Sickles wrote the introducfion to 
my biography..of General Longstreet. 

“It was General Longstreet’s de- 
tachment that shot off the leg of the 
brave union general, but as General 
Longstreet said: ‘Sickles can well af- 
ford to leave a leg on Gettysburg, for 
he has made sure his place forever in 
the hearts of Americans.’ 

“Thave madeno plansas yet, but if 
General Sickles needs my aid and the 
aid of the south; he will get it.”’

John H. Wallace, Jr., state game and 
fish commissioner, has written to Con- 
gressman Oscar W. Underwood urg- 
ing the passage of the McLean Dill, 
which provides for federal protection 
of migratory water-fowl and birds.

Chicago, January 27.—‘‘The autoino-

poration.

Harvester company 
of New Jersey. 

MeCormick Explains.

“ “No harvesting machinery or binder 
twine is made at these Plants. All

the company at the date of its organi- 
zation in 1902 will continue to be 
owned and operated by the _ Inter- 
national Harvester company.

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SOME CHANGE MADE 
IN WILSON MEASURES 


Trenton, N. J., January 27.—Chan- 
céllor Edwin Robert Walker and Form- 
er Supreme Court Justice Van Syckel, 
who, at Governor Wilson's request, 
drew the seven bills introduced in thé 
senate last week to amend state laws 
regulating corporations, conferred with 
the governor today and suggested 
some changes in tiiree of the bills as 
originally drafted. 

Governor Wilson agreed to the 
changes, which do dot materialy alter 
the bills, but supply an omigsion in 
the measure, which defines trusts 
and would forbid certain acts of cor- 
porations, firms and individuals. 
Through a mistake in transcribing, 
violations of the bill were not char- 
acterized as misdemeanors. This omis- 
Sion 1s corrected. 

In a second bill, which permits cor- 
porations to acquire in the collection 
of dabts, the bonds, securities and 
other evidence of indebtedness of non- 
competing corporations, the limitation 
“in the collection of debts” is modified 
to permit corporations to invest their 
surplus earnings in the same way. 

By changes ina third bill, which 
would permit the purchase by cor- 
porations of the property or stock only 
of other corporations doing a cognate 


business, there is stricken out the limi- 


tation that purchase could be made 
only of the stock or property of cor- 
porations doing a manufacturing or 
mining business. The change is made 
to prevent discrimination against com- 
panies doing a trading or selling bus-!
